“The railroads must have ties, and the 
best opinion of the experts is that no 
substitute has yet been discovered which 
will satisfactorily replace the wooden tie. 


This is largely due to the great and con- | 


tinually increasing speeds at which our 
trains are run. 

“The miner must have timber or he 
cannot operate his mine, and in very 
many cases the profit which mining yields 
is directly proportionate to the cost of 
the timber supply... , 

“The. farmer, East and West, must 
have timber for numberless uses on his 
farm, and hé must be protected by forest 
cover upon the headwaters of the streams 
he uses, against floods in the East and 
the lack of water for irrigation in the 
West. The stock man must have fence 
posts, and very often he must have Sum- 
mer range for his stock in the National 
forest reserves.

Fire, waste-| 
ful and destructive forms of lumbering, | 
and legitimate use, are together destroy- 
ing our forest resources far more rapidly 
than they are being replaced 

“What such a famine would mean tv

States it is scarcely possible to imagine 
And the period of recovery from the in- 
juries which a timber famine would entail 
would be measured by the slow growth of 
the trees themselves. 

‘“‘ Fortunately, the remedy is a simple 
one, and your presence here Js proof that 
it is being applied.

With the higher temperature and the 
general improvement in weather condi- 
tions yesterday, Snow Contractor Brad- 
ley experienced less difficulty in getting 
men to shovel snow than 6n the preced- 
ing day. Long lines of men were wait- 
ing in front of all the points where snow 
shovelers were put on, and before noon, 
according to estimates of Street Cleaning

About 8,000 men of the snow removing 
lforce went to work in Brooklyn with

about the Borough Hall and the Court 
| House and the Municipal Buildings had 
been pretty well cleaned up by last night. 

In Manhattan the force was kept at 
work all day, and a night force, consist- 
ling of about 3,800 men, with 1,200 trucks, 
| was started on the job. The Street-Clean- 
\ing Department last night reported one 
lof the biggest day’s work in its history. 
About twenty-five miles of streets in 
Manhattan were completely cleared of 
snow and about forty miles were gone 
lover by the contractors and partly 
cleared. 

Broadway as far north as Forty-sev- 
enth Street, including Times Square, had 
| been cleared before midnight. Fifth Ave- 
| nue below Fifty-ninth Street had not been 
| completely cleared at that hour, but near- 
ily so. On the east side, Third Avenue 
land Madison Avenue had been cleaned. 
| Forty-second and One Hundred and Twen- 
lty-fifth Streets had been cleared from 
river to river, together with all the prin- 
cipal thoroughfares leading to ferries and 
railroad terminals. 

There was still much delay in surface 


travel yesterday. It was mainly due to 
the obstruction offered by long lines of 
other vehicles, including hundreds of 
trucks carrying off snow, which took to 
the street car tracks in preference to the 
space on either side, where huge mounds 
of snow piled » at frequent intervals 
greatly interfered witb their progress. 


SNOWBOUND 20 HOURS. 


Food Market Soared Near Stalled 
Long Island Train. 


After having been snowbound for more 
than twenty hours, and suffering from 
cold and hunger through a night which 
it seemed would never ‘end, passengers 
who left Amagansett, L. I., for New York 
Wednesday morning at 7 o'clock on Train 
20 of the Long Island Railroad were dug 
out by rotary plows yesterday morning at 
6 o'clock and carried back to Southamp- 
ton, where they remained until the Mon- 
tauk Division was cleared. It was 11 
o'clock before a train was ready to bring 
them to the city and 8 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon when they reached Long Island 
City. 

The train stuck in a big drift five miles 
west of Southampton. Of the passengers 
nineteen were men, The one woman, who 
lives in Amagansett, was coming to New 
York on business. There was no food 
aboard the train, save the lunches car- 
rieq by the crew. By 2 o'clock in the aft- 
ernoon those aboard were ravenous, and 
the trainmen generously divided the eata- 
bles in their possession. The stock was 
small at best, and the division simply 
served to show the sufferers from the 
blockade how hungry they were.

CHATTANOOGA STANCH CRAFT. 


Successfully Passes Roughest Test 
Ever Undergone by U. S. Vessel. 


NEWPORT, R. I., Jan. 5.—The new pro- 





tected cruiser Chattanooga returned to | 


this port early to-day. She went out 
Tuesday for a twenty-four hours’ sea trial 
and was expected to finish at New York. 
On account of the severe storm of Tues- 
day night and Wednesday, she came back 
here. 

The crulser sustained no damage be- 
yond the loss of her forward chests con- 
taining tackle, which were washed over- 
board, and scratches made by ice. The 


trial board announced to-day that they 
were satisfied with the vessel and would 
recomigend her acceptance by the Gov- 
ernme#, as she had successfully passed 
through the roughest and most trying test 
ever sustained by a United States naval 
craft. 

The Chattanooga was constantly washed 
by great seas, and when she reached this 
port was covered with ice. All the boats 
were completely closed in by ice. The 
rigging was incased and the pilothouse 
was coated from three to five inches thick. 

The cruiser left the harbor at 2 P. M. 
Tuesday. Her course was set in a south- 
erly direction at a speed of about fifteen 
knots. At 11 o’clock Tuesday night the 
vessel ran into a terrific storm of snow 
and sleet, accompanied by fog and a high 
northeasterly gale. The Chattanooga 
pitched and rolled in the heavy seas and 
some of the officers and men, long ac- 
customed to sea life, were seasick.

AWARDS IRRIGATION CONTRACT. 


Six-Mile Tunnel Will Water Part of 
Uncompahgre Valley. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 5.—The Secretary 
of the Interior signed to-day a contract 
for the construction in the vicinity of 
Montrose and Delta, Col., of a tunnel 
six miles long through a ridge separating 
the Gunnison River from the Uncom- 
pahgre Valley, about 125,000 acres of 
which are to be irrigated by water from 
the Gunnison. This contract, which is

FOR CUSTOMS DUTY 


Appraised at a Home Value of 
$63,972.80, All Brought $25,593. 


END OF A FAMOUS SEIZURE 


‘BSmuggied Gems, Brought in by Wo- 
Man in 1899, Have Figured in 
Courts for Five Years. 


After having been before the public eye 
and in the various courts of the country, 
including the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States, for five and a half years, the 
famous jewels, once the property of Mrs. 
Phyllis E. Dodge, were sold yesterday at 
foon by United States Marshal Henkel 
for a trifle more than what the Govern- 
ment appraisers said the duty on them 
should have been.

WORK OF OLD MASTERS. 


Landscapes, Marines, and Figure Pic- 
tures of the Past. 


The old portraits have disappeared from 
the Ehrich Galleries, 8 West Thirty-third 
Street, a number of them having taken 
their way to Chicago, where a Portrait 
Show has been opened in the Fine Art 
Museum by Director I'rench.

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AN IRREDEEMABLY BAD LAW. 

There are several varieties of vant, 
hypocrisy, self-delusion, humbug, fraud, 
crime. and vileness bound up in the 
Raines Liquor Tax law. Undoubtedly it 
is the worst law ever enacted in the 
State of New York. It not only has 
failed to cure any of the evils at which 
it was aimed, but it has been the cause 
of other ills so great and grievous that 
if its responsible authors and abettors 
should henceforth lead the lives of 
saints, and every day accomplish works 
of penance and atonement, they could 
not put themselves in a condition suffi- 
ciently regenerate to free the minds of 
their friends from all anxiety about 
them on Judgment Day. 

The intent of the Raines law was to 
restrict the sale of liquor, in particu- 
lar on Sunday. .fhat purpose has not 
been accomplished. The law declared 
that liquor could be sold on Sunday 
only in “hotels” having a certain 
equipment of rooms and furnishing food 
with the drinks called for. The imme- 
diate consequence was ihat a class otf 
“hotels ” has been created to meet the 
requirements of the law. That is not 
the worst of it. The Raines law hotels 
are not hotels at all. They are houses 
of ill-fame. For the high tax imposed 
end the cost of maintaining the re- 
quired number of rooms compelled hun- 
dreds of pérsons who had before that 
been nothing worse than liquor sellers 
ta become proprietors of disorderly 
houses. Meanwhile saloonkeepers who 
have not taken out a “hotel” license, 
and therefore have not the right to sell 
on Sunday, keep their places open by 
the side door on that day and pay pro- 
tection money to the police for that 
illicit privilege. Police bribery and an 
increase and extension throughout the 
city of the social evil are two of the 
direct andj necessary consequences of 
this law. 

District Attorney JEROME says he does 
not care whether the law be enforced 
or amended: one course or the other, 
however, he Insists, should be taken 
with it. What City Government could 
pr would enforce the law? 
Low adn:inistretion the aftempt to en- 
force it was not rigorous, yet there is 
a widespread belief that the not very 
determined efforts made in that direc- 
tion were responsible for Mr. Low’s de- 
feat in 1903. Mr. Jerome very justly 
says that we vugat not to have a law 
on the statute books which destroys the 
political future of a public officer who, 
as required by his oath, attempts to 
enforce ‘it. 

What. reasonable hone is there of 
amending the law so long as we must

bany? The Senators and Assemtly- 
men in Republican up-the-ftate dis- 
tricts look upen the law as a veritable 
gold mins. Gov. Hicains stated in his 
message that the statutory liquor tax 
for the year ended April 30 last 
amounted to $17,797,642, an increase of 
$5,210,942 over the previous year. Of 
this immense total the State received 
69,200,560, an increase of $4,694,057 
over its share for the preceding year. 
Those figures are sufficient to steel 
the heart of up-the-State law makers 
against arguments and persuasions 
from Raines law reformers in New 
York City. The entire annual cost of 
the State Government is $26,000,000, 
of which the Raines law now provides 
69,000,000, and will soon provide fully 
pne-half, ‘The repeal of such a law is 
put of the question—Albany will never 
cut off such a source of revenue. The 
great stream comes almost altogether 
from the cities. Country lawmakers 
put the statute on the books. 

That is the situation that confronts 
the sincere moralists and reformers 
“who have undertaken the task of in- 
fiuencing the legislative mind. In the 
economic sense the law is as dangerous 
and indefensible as it is socially and 
morally. The fiscal system of the State 
rests upon an unstable foundation so 
long as 35 per cent. of the annual in- 
come of the Treasury is collected un- 
fier a law subject at any session of fhe 
Legislature to amendment which might 
seriously affect its revenue features. 
Moreover, while the taxing of luxuries

” for this reason, among others, 
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poisonous compounds. The Raines law 
tax is so great that, instead of distrib- 
uting his food among his consumers by 
a slight increase in the price charged, 
the retail seller makes himself whole 
by selling an inferior article at the old 
price. Inasmuch as men will drink, a 
law that ‘has the effect of supplying 
them with poisonous liquors is not a 
good one. 

Sensible persons would be glad to see 
a trial made of local option for this 
city, in order that the people might de- 
termine whether liquor should be sold 
at all, and if sold, under what condi- 
tions as to hours and days. A regulat- 
ed Sunday sale would be better upon 
every ground than the practice under 
the Raines law régime. But in order 
to secure any amendment whatever of 
the law, the pressure of public opinion 
will have to be tremendously exerted 
upon the obdurate makers of the laws 
at Albany. Should they refuse the city 
the relief it demands, the verdict of an 
impartial world upon them would be 
that they are as bad as the law of 
which we complain. It would be unjust 
to hold the men who drew up and en- 
|}acted the law wholly accountable for 
the evils it has engendered, all of which 
they could not possibly have foreseen. 
These evils are now in plain sight of 
the Senatcrs and Assemblymen at Al- 
bany, and they are hideous. The refusal 
to supply a 1emedy would stamp the 
Legislature as indifferent, not merely 
to public opinion and public welfare, 
but to the most common considerations 
of decency and morality. 


GOV. PENNYPACKER AND THE 
PRESS. 

The Governor of Pennsylvania is not 
exactly a surprising person, for the 
| reason that nothing he does is calcu- 
| lated to cause surprise. With the train- 
ing of a lawyer and the experience of 
a Judge, he has developed in office 
more vagaries of ill-temper and bad 
judgment than would have seemed pos- 
sible in the circumstances. However, 
he is not unintelligible. His desire to 
“gag” the press and render it impos- 
sible for the newspapers to report and 
comment on the doings of the Legis- 
lature has no other object than to give 
the corruption which exists in that 
body opportunity to accomplish its pur- 
poses without moiestation from the 
| press or the knowledge of the people. 
|The bill he has drafted to effect this 
result is one which the party leaders 
would be well enough pleased to have 
enacted if its enforcement were possi- 
ble, but they are much too wise to al- 
low this measure to get through the 
Legislature. Meanwhile the Governor, 
who had a good deal to do with plan- 
ning the new State Capitol, saw to it 
that the press galleries in the legisla- 
tive chambers. were so placed that those 
occupying them could hear little and 
see less of what is going on down be- 
low. By this means it is hoped to pre- 
vent any reports of the proceedings 
| from getting into print. 

It would be fair reprisal on the part 
of the newspapers of Pennsylvania to 
close their columns to all references to 
| the Governor or the Legislature. They 
should refuse to report the action of 
| party conventions, to mention the 
names of candidates or to print any of

The New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road has not made as good use of its 
practical monopoly of communication 
between New York and Boston as fore- 
sight would have suggested. A formid- 
able competition would be the best 
thing that could happen to it. It is 
even clearer that it would be the best 
thing which could happen to those who 
have hitherto depended upon this road 
for access to New York. The system of 
suburban roads which it is understood 
to be the purpose of the Westchester 
management to build would open a 
great area of delightful country to oc- 
cupation by New York business men, 
and if, as reported, Mr. PARSONS goes 
into the Directorete of the Interboroug 
Rapid Transit Company, it is not diffi- 
cult to see that very large plans are 
under consideration for the distribu- 
tion of our surplus population through- 
cut Westchester County. 


CAR SHORTAGE IN THE WEST. 


Reports from Chicago announce that 
every road centring in that city is 


short of cars, and that the aggregate 
deficiency is as great as 3,000 to 4,000 
cars a day. This condition is likely to 
continue at least until next Spring. 
The effect of this upon the internal 
commerce of the country, and to some 
extent upon our export trade, cannot 
fail to be far-reaching and serious. The 
immediate effect is to congest the corn 
movement, which is being retarded by 
the inability of the railroads to handle 
it. Large quantities of corn intended 
for shipment abroad, instead of reach- 
ing the seaboard at New York and 
cther Eastern ports, is moving south, 
and will be shipped from the Gulf 
ports. Meanwhile the general distribu- 
tion of merchandise !s suffering, and 
the complaints of shippers and con- 
signees ar@ many and serious. A well- 
known executive officer of one of the 
principal railroads is quoted as sum- 
ming up the situation as follows: ‘' The 
Western roads are in better shape as 
to the number of their cars tnan ever 
before in th history, put the pros- 
perity of the country is too :nuch for 
the carriers. They cannot handle the 
business.” 

Railroad men are beginning to see 
that there will have to be a pretty gen- 
eral overhauling of equipment if the 
best results as to earnings are to be se- 
cured. The fact is that they have not 
anticipated the conditions now exist- 
ing. The corn crop is not unexpectedly 
large, but it will tax the carrying ca- 
pacity of the railroads until next 
Spring. The oat. crop. is Jarge, and 
must be distributed. ‘There is still a 
great deal of wheat throughout the 
country, every bushel of which will be 
needed, and later on the flour move- 
ment will be of large proportions. The 
hog crop is also a fact to be dealt with. 
It is probably larger than can be mar- 
keted to the best advantage. In a 
word, the railroads are experiencing a 
recurrence of the conditions of two 
years ago, which should have been more 
instructive than they appear to have 
been.

the Statutes. determination both to 
‘“‘do something,” and to do it quickly, but 
judging the bill introduced by him at Al- 
bany this week from the brief synopsis 
of it given in the dispatches, though on 
the right track, he is moving with some- 
what startling rapidity. For apparently 
he would instantly deprive of their li- 
censes nine-tenths, if not ninety-nine one- 
hundredths, of the boats now engaged in 
this very important business in New 
York waters, and there would be a nat- 
ural reluctance to inflicting that amount 
of hardship, particularly as it would fall 
almost as heavily upon the public as 
upon the owners of the many boats that 
would be made worthless for their de- 
signed purposes and of little value for 
any other. Yet it is quite true that all 
vessels engaged in carrying large num- 
bers of passengers should be constructed 
of the materials, and more or less closely 
according to the plans, outlined in the 
Marks bill, and that even under constant 
and competent inspection the majority of 
those now afloat will be, as long as they 
remain in use, full of menace for the 
great crowds that seek a legitimate and 
healthful pleasure on them. It is hard to 
understand, too, why the Senator drew at 
250 passengers the line dividing the fire- 
proof or slow-burning boats from those 
permitted to be built on the death-trap 
plan. Two hundred and fifty people make 
a crowd of considerable size, not easily 
to be handled in the few minutes required 
for a fire, once started in paint and pine, 
to spread from stem to stern. And the 
efficiency of an ordinary fireman, and 
especially of the firemen whom the always 
undermanned Fire Departments could 
spare for such service, would not be like- 
ly greatly to exceed that of any good 
mate or bo’s’n, familiar with every corner 
of the boat and trained to the meeting of 
emergencies afloat. Possibly the way to 
settle this difficult and complicated prob- 
lem is by the strict enforcement of stricter 
rules as regards the existing boats, with 
a large reduction in the number of pas- 
sengers they can carry, while refusing 
licenses to any new boats not of approved 
construction. That would make the future 
comparatively safe, without any outright 
destruction of vessels made under the old 
laws. And this would work an improve- 
ment more rapidly than some might sup- 
pose. As soon as a few of the better 
boats were built, and that would be very 
quickly, the public could make a choice 
between them and the worse, with the re- 
sult that a lot of pressure, of a sort about 
which nobody could complain, would be 
exerted upon the owners of the ancient 
craft, and waning profits would soon com- 
pel them to get into the line of progress 
and safety.

is not close, however, because the garri- 
son of Port Arthur was made up of two 
parts—Gen. SToEssEL and his army—and 
with the former the Japanese were never 
brought in contact. His was the inspir- 
ing and compelling mind. He determined 
not only when his men were able to fight, 
but also when the moment came when 
further fighting was useless, and, just 
as his judgment had prolonged the siege, 
so it ended it, for reasons not visible to 
the eager observers outside the line of 
fortresses, His soldiers would doubtless 
have obeyed orders until his original 
promises of a resistance closed only by 
extermination had been fulfilled as fully 
as such promises ever can be fulfilled, 
but the weight of responsibility for 
slaughter that was only indirectly useful 
finally broke him down.and the Japanese 
were ‘“surprised.”’ Perhaps their emotion 
was rather that of relief, for conditions 
outside of Port Arthur must have been 
almost as close to unendurable as they 
were within the city.

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A REPLY TO MR. LAWSON. 


Mr. T. W. Lawson, Boston. 

Dear Sir: Please accept my thanks for 
the moderate and courteous tone of your 
letter, published conspicuously in THE 
TIMEs last Sunday, (not in the advertising 
columns), remonstrating with me for the 
view I have taken of your part in “ fren- 
zied finance.’’ You put me under an oblli- 
gation to reply in the same way, and en- 
courage me to hope that we may disagree 
amicably, at least until such time as one 
of us sees his error. 

You appeal to my better nature not to 
go on prejudicing against you those who 
read my articles until I have informed 
myself regarding your point of view, and 
you say you would sacrifice your right 
arm rather than “ consciously in my writ- 
ings do an injury to an innocent man.” I 
join issue on all points. By admitting 
that you regard me as un honest writer 
you bar yourself from asking me to ad- 
mit that I am doing this consciously—I 
assure you that I am not—and I even 
suspect that you do not think I am in- 
juring you and that you do not regard 
yourself as innocent. I assume that you 
admit authorship of all that you have 
published above your name, and since 
publicity is so valuable to you that you 
pay thousands of dollars for it, I fear 
that I am grinding your axe gratuitously, 
even in these few remarks persisting in 
the view which hurts your feelings. 

My objection to your procedure is that 
it is so different from your polite letter. 
Frenzied attacks upon frenzied finance 
seem to me a remedy worse than the dis- 
ease. You shrink from my moderate and 
reasoned remarks upon your public acts, 
and wonder that my conscience admits 
me to assume such a responsibility. Each 
to his taste. I for my part should shrink 
from procedure sacrificing stock prices 
on any of several days to a total exceed- 
ing the whole amount of the capital of 
Amalgamated Copper. If this loss had 
fallen upon your enemies alone I have 
enough human nature to imagine an ex- 
cuse for you. But this disturbance of or- 
derly markets fell alike upon the just and 
unjust, upon speculators and investors, 
upon those who heeded your warning and 
those who were ignorant of it, upon thou- 
sands in no sort of relation to you or 
your market position or your personal 
grievances, and all to no purpose. The 
System which you attack, and whose brief 
{ do not hold any more than I hold any 
brief against you, can never be reformed 
thus. The stock market is fit only for 
appraisal of values, and if diverted to 
other objects, such as the adjustment of 
personal grievances, is .impaired in its 
true functions. I would like to see every 
man in jail who ought to be there—ex- 
cepting you and me of course~and I 
would like to see every wrong righted, 
either by litigation or by legislation. But 


never until I see another light can I lend 
approval to attacks upon general confi- 


dence, or upon specific institutions, unless 
fortified by facts, 

You will notice that this position is en- 
tirely independent of your personality. I 
should dislike what you do equally if 
done by another or if done by you for the 
first time. But I know no other man who 
ever took your position, certainly no 
other who ever took your position twice. 
You will remember, Mr. Lawson, that 
this is not your first appearance at the 
bar of public opinion. You have been in- 
dicted for doing what I charge you with, 
and you would be indicted again if you 
entered this jurisdiction. This is not proof 
that you are guilty. Upon the contrary, 
if you are indicted I pledge you that no- 
body will follow the evidence more dis- 
passionately than I, and if you are ac- 
quitted nobody will more freely admit 
error than I and do you full justice. For 
there is nothing personal about my re- 
marks. I know you personally no more 
than you know me, and for each compli- 
ment you offer I pay you two. As an 
advertiser you are the best on earth. If 
you had not been born to be a stock rig- 
ger—if you will pardon me—you would 
have shone as a litr’y feller." But as a 
reformer you are—again excuse me—a 
humbug. Your articles abound in facts 
which are oe ey if true and con- 
tain nothing both 1ew and important ex- 
cept innuendoes, which ought to have 
some other result than putting people you 
khow into nervous prostration. That does 
you no sort of good, for you are too fine 
a fellow to wish to cause annoyance with- 
out | rofit to yourself. 

What I call unimportant facts are your 
personal dealings with rich men. Never 
was so delectable a dish of gossip about 
scandals above stairs in high finance. But 
what public concern can there be possibly 
in whether you are accomplice or dupe, or 
exactly how rich rascals divide swag 
which they cannot go to law about? There 
are some to whom all this is just as tire- 
some as the gossip about the idle rich for 
which some people buy newspapers. Your 
articles—I hope I do not pain you—seem 
to me well adapted to financial nurse- 
maids and bucketshops and the sewers of 
Wall Street. Nothing prevents this being 
universally recognized except the charm 
of your ersonality, the vigor of your 
style, and that indefinable quality which 
no mere literary art can give, and whicn 
springs entirely from a man having been 
an actor in and part of what he puts on 

aper. Quorum pars magna fui may well 

é your motto, and for me it disqualifies 
you from taking position as a reformer. 
Reformers do not libel the dead. Men of 
your capacity do not, without an object, 
magnify details which tickle the ground- 
lings, and have no other part or purpose 
in your serial, which began nowhere and 
will continue, I fear, after I have ceased 
to take note of its contents. You know 
what I mean about libelling the dead. 

You will not imagine that because I 
disapprove your procedure, therefore I 
defend the system. It would be too large 
an order until I more thoroughly grasp 
what the system is. You have only print- 
ed six or eight articles as yet, .and it is 
much too soon to have grasped what you 
are driving at. Soon we shall know, and 
we may have to admit that we wronged 
you. Meanwhile, 1 do not grasp any- 
thing that is astounding. You do not 
prove—better witnesses than you deny— 
that $5,000,000 was spent to debauch some 
13,000,000 voters. It is nothing to me that 
you narrate with much particularity the 
manner in which it was arranged that 
some of the money disbursed in the gas 
business—about which I should use an ad- 
jective if I were not writing to a gentle- 
man wno took part in it, and is polite to 
me—-was disbursed under cover of this 
political fund. I honestly don’t know the 
merits of the business, and prefer the 
testimony of others to your own that 
there was no bribery at all. It may sur- 
prise you that anvbody should prefer 
other teslimony to yours, and you evi- 
dently think it the duty of everybody to 
listen to you alone. Upon second thought, 
you will recoenize that anybody who 
seeks the truth should preserve a dispas- | 
sicnate temper and not affiliate himself | 
either with the System or with the Sys- | 
tem’s assailants. You are a combatant, | 
and have the rage of combat. I am a 
mere looker-on, and if I lost my temper| 
I should think I was in danger of losing | 
my wits. Standing aloof in this way] 
what strikes me most in your attitude] 
is .u.e fustian and rubbish and false} 
pleading. Surely you winked as you 
wrote ‘‘ War Begun,” about the awful 
price you are paying, about the shocking 
loss of advertising to Everybody's, about 
how it was losing money as its circula- 
tion increased, and so on. 

Surely you winked both eyes very hard 
when you told me that you never spec- 
ulated except in properties about whose 
intrinsic value you had informed your- 
self. Then what became of their intrinsic 
values afterward? And why is so bright 
a man so often mistaken? Why should I 
accept your invitation to inform myself 
more fully about your Copper Range bus- 
iness when my opinions were formed 
upon your own account of it?

BUILDING LAWS TO BLAME 


Gloom on the East Side, but C. S. 
Smith Hopes It Will Bring Peo- 


ple’s Palace Nearer. 


was shrouded in gloom 
yesterday. Even the bronze figure of 
the founder seemed drooping. Early in 
the afternoon word came to the institute 


that by reason of the building laws there 


were to be no more Shakespearean dramas 
performed there, and that the old hall 
was no longer to be gladdened with the 
sweetness of symphony concerts. 

The bad tidings spread over the lower 
east side among the thousands who have 
rejoiced in the Cooper Union dramas and 


music more than in the opportunity of 


listening to their most daring Socialists, 
Seldom has the speed with which ill tid- 
ings travel had a better illustration. 

Edward Cooper, President of the Board 
of Trustees of Cooper Union, said last 
night that the decision of the board to 
prohibit the drama and concerts was in 
no sense due to the fact that the mem- 
| bers of the board depreciated their value. 
On the contrary, they highly approved of 
both the drama and music. The trouble 
was, he said, that the Board of Aldermen 
last June made it necessary for the insti- 
tution to take out licenses other than 
those required for public meetings, so 
that to continue the drama and the con- 
certs they would have to take out a fur- 
ther license for public entertainments. 
This would mean that they must recon- 
struct the old hall at large expense, rear- 
ranging the seats and entirely altering 
Cooper Union. 

This they did not feel justified in doing. 
They could not hold entertainments in 
opposition to the city laws, and their at- 
torneys had declared that the dramatic 
and musical entertainments were evi- 
dently not in accordance with the law, 
and therefore they were discontinued. 

Director Charles Sprague Smith of the 
People’s Institute, who has been the 
leader in the movement to give the people 
high class drama and music, was per- 
haps the only one of those directly in- 
terested who took other than a gloomy 
view of the restrictions placed upon 
Cooper Union. When seen at his home 
last night he said: 

“When I first broached the project of 
a great People’s Palace in New York I 
was told that I was a dreamer of pleasant 
dreams too splendid to be realized. I 
still dream of the People’s Palace, and so 
often that it seems it must come true 
and that New York is to have a splendid 
gathering place for the multitudes, with 
a theatre, concert hall, lecture rooms, and 
vast auditorium. 

“I think the news that Cooper Union 
is so antiquated that the hall would have 
to be entirely changed before it could 
be regarded as safe for public entertain- 
ments, will awaken the conscience of the 
generous men of means of the city and 
that the day for the laying of the corner- 
stone of the People’s Palace is nearer 
than those who believe me a dreamer 
imagine. 

“In addition to the law there was some 
discussion as to whether Shakespearean 
drama was in the line of the original pur- 
pose of the endowment. Some ot us think 
that the drama is as educational as lec- 
tures on Shakespeare. The symphony 
concerts were carried on under a concert 
license, which is no_longer available 
under the new law. We are not com- 


plaining of the trustees. They have been 
very good to us, giving:us the hall free 
four nights in the week, with a very 
small rental for Sunday. 

“If any philanthropist is of the opinion 
that the people of the east side are not 
eager for every educational advantage 
and that to build them a palace for their 
instruction and proper’ entertainment 
would be a waste of good endeavor, let 
him come to Cooper Union to-night when 
he shall hear a reading from Shakespeare. 
He will find that the police will be turn- 
ing away hundreds of men and women, 
because there is not with safety room 
for them in the he big hall downstairs."’

SLEEPING BURGLAR 


VANISHED FROM CELL 


Feigned Unconsciousness to Trick 
Police, Then Broke Out of Jail. 


SHAMMED FOR THREE DAYS); 


Ex-Soldier, Alleged Rough Rider, and 
Suspected Thief Left Mount Ver- 


non in the Early Morning.

MOUNT VERNON, N. Y., Jan. 
After feigning unconsciousness for three 
days, Frank Powers, alias Arthur Dela- 
tore, known as the “sleeping burglar,” 
who claimed to have fought in President 
Roosevelt’s Rough Riders at the battle of 
San Juan, and who was suspected of com- 
mitting a score of burglaries in the towns 
along the Sound, escaped from the Mount 
Vernon Police Station early this morning. 

Powers tore off the staple which held 
the sewer pipe against the side of his cell 
and with it pried open the Yale lock on 
the door of his cell. At liberty in the cor- 
rider then, he opened a cellar window and 
crawled out onto the sidewalk in front of 
the station, and started for the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford Railway 
Company’s freight yards, where, it is be- 
lieved, he boarded a freight train for the 
east. The fugitive escaped clad in trou- 
sers, coat, and overshoes. 

Powers, who is twenty-three years old, 
was arrested by Policeman Clancy on 
Saturday evening while lurking near the 
home of George R. Crawford, President 
of the Westchester Fire Insurance Com- 
pany, in Stevens Avenue. He could not 
give an account of his actions and was 
arrested. When the prisoner, reached Po- 
lice Headquarters, Acting Sergeant De- 
veau recognized him as the man who 
robbed one of his boarders a few weeks 
ago. Since then it has been learned that 
Powers was wanted for burglary in New 
York City, and it is believed he could be 
connected with a number of Mount Ver- 
non robberies. 

New Year's morning, Doorman Marsh 
found Powers unconscious on the floor of 
his cell with a shoestring tied around 
his throat. From all [es the 

risoner was in the last throes. An am- 
Bulance was summoned and Powers, still 
in seeming coma, was removed to the 
Mount Vernon Hospital, where Doctors 
George C. Weiss and Edwin S. Newell de- 
clared he was shamming. Police Surgeon 
Van Patten and the police took issue with 
Doctors Weiss and Newell, and contended 
that something was wrong with the pris- 


oner. 
Powers remained in the hospital for 


two days, when Doctors Weiss and Newell 
ordered his discharge, and he was re- 
turnet to the police station. He still 
feighed unconsciousness and did not eat 
or drink for three days. The police were 
inclined to sympathize with the prisoner, 
fearing he might die. Through Police 
Surgeon Van Patten Powers was placed 
in the womens cell, which is used for
